» they had met at a time of great uncer- 
tainty and. anxiety, Their hearts were 
heavy as they thought of the sufferings 
of their people of all classes, and of the 
the present, of their 
for a happy and’ united Ireland. 

They looked 
forward to the future with hopefulness, 
and as they looked back on the past year 


they saw much canse for thankfulness. 
During the year, however, some of the laity 
in the diocese had been forced by stress of 
circumstances fo leave the country. His lord: 
ship referred especially. to Major A.W. M. 
Richards, D.L., Ardamine, Gorey, a member of 
the Synod and Council for many years and one 
of the diocesan secretaries, and to Mr. Frazer 
Meadows, a member of the Synod. who had 
done good work ag a diocesan lay reader. 
The greatest honour, his lordship proceeded, 
was due to many of their eople, both clergy 
and jaity, who, under conditions of isolation, 
difficulty, and often danger, had stuck to their 
ts, done their duty, and carried on their 
usiness quietly and bravely. «He wished ‘to 
call attention to the tribute which the Churcé 
Times paid to the Rev. Canon Fry, M.A. 
Rector of Newtownbarry, who some time ago 
held his rectory against three marauders 
armed with revolvers, and by courage and 
resource managed to disarm them, and, after- 
wards returning the revolvers to the leader of 
ithe irregulars, received from him cash to 
cover the damage done to the rectory.” As 
Mr. Stephen Gwynn had said, “ Military Crosses 
were earned ih France for much less proof of 
gallantry and judgment.” But worthy even of 
more praise was the fidelity with which the 
clergy of the Chutch of Ireland stuck to their 
posts in ordinary timies, living in loneliness and 
in an atmosphere of open or veiled hostility. 
They had discharged their duty in danger and 
distress. Many of them had seen their flocks 
dwindle to almost vanishing point. They had 
to maintain their own spiritual life that they 
might help others in like distress, and when 
i they were inclined to criticise the Church of 
i ireland it was but just that the unehaken 
courage and patience of her clergy should be 
| remembered. What they had suffered in these 
i days Of Ireland's agony should be remembered 
| to the lasting honour of the Irish Church. The 
| knowledge that they had the sympathy and ad- 
| tniration of their fellow-Churchmen across the 
| Channel would hearten them to stick to their 
| posts end to do their duty in spite of the diffi- 
| Culties that beset them. He asked them to re- 
i member that everyone, be le elergyman or 
| jayman, that iegves Ireland at the present crisis 
was making it more difficult for those who re- 
mained. (Hear, hear.) By leaving he weakened 
the forces of law and order and encouraged 
those who were trying to make the Government 
of the country impossible by lawlessness and 
outrage. What they needed was to hold on to 
‘the Christian virtues of Faith, Hope, and Lote. 
They should remember that God ruled even in 
Ireland today. His power was not weakened. 
In spite-of all their anxieties and difficulties the 
people of the diocese had shown a fine spirit of 
misgionary seal by subscribing during the past 
year a sum of £1,344 odd to the foreign 
missions. The great glory of the ancient Irish 
Church was its missionary zeal and activity. 
From the little monastic settlements, such as 


St. <Aidan’'s at Ferns, the Irish mis 
sionaries went forth to preach the 
faith in Britain, on the Continent, 
and even in Iceland. He thanked God 
that the ancient spitit of the Curch of Ire- 
land was not dead in Ferns. His lordship, im 
expressing his approval of the organisation 
known as the “Irish Christian Fellowship,’ 


said its object ‘was to draw Christian people 
of different denominations together ‘for the 
study of socieal ahd industrial problems. He 
hoped the organisation would be supported by 
the laity of the diocese. The duty of all loyal 
Churchmen at the present time was to give 
— active sympathy and co-operation to ‘hose 
who were striving, under the greatest difh- 
culties, to bring order; peace, and prosperity 
to their beloved land. They should do what 
they could, earnestly, prayerfully, and hope- 
fully, for their Church and country’s sake.
